Bishopric Act, passed in 1841. ‘This act 
empowers the English Bishops to c nsecrate 
Briti-h subjects or subjects and citizens of 
any f reign Kingdom or State to be Bishops 
in any foreign country and within certain 
limits to exercise spiritual jurisdiction over 
the ministers of British congregations of 
the Church of England and over such other 
} Protestant congregations as may be desirons of 
placing themselves under the authority of such’ 
Bishops. 

At “the: death of Bishop Barclay i in 1882, 
Prussia waived its right.to nominate asuccessor, 
and in 1887 it was reconstituted as an English 
Bishopric, in response to the earnest dedire of 
the Orthodox Greek Patriarvh;-who “considered 
it necessary that a Bishop of the Church of 
England should be placed in this Holy City.” 
An article of the Convention of 1841 was 
repeated stating that the English Bishop 
was to establish and maintain relations 
of Christian charity with the other churches, 
bnt especially with the Greek Orthodox 
Charch...... 
with the non-Episcopal Lutherans was ver 
unpopular with most Anglicans, but Canon 
Ward points out that it must.be remembered 
that the German Lutherans have often tried to 
restore their episcopal orlers, and the erection 
of the Jerusalem Bishopric was iitende:! by the 
Pr ssian King as a means to an’ end, and 
Bishop Gobat was desired by him to consecrate 
Bishops in Germany.
